Morning to their Toilets, to call off their Eyes for a little Time 
from the dearly-beloved Mirrour, to difcard Betty from her At- 
tendance, and in fhort, to exclude, for one half Hour, the whole 
Train of Deuctne-Malicrs, Manteau-Makers, Stay-Makers, lrench- 
Barbers, Venders of Wafpes, &c. 


I am aware that the Ladies wili be alarmed at the Thought 








of being alone with Renger, but the ieaion of my defiring this 
Difmiffion of fo many Favorites, is, becaufe I profefs the ve- 
ry fame Art, to which that Clafs of People have always afpired, 
that of heightning the Charms of Female Beauty; and as two 
of a Trade can never agree, I think it abfolutely necefflary to 
meet with no Interruption, in this important Voint, from the Pert- 
nefs of a Chambermaid, the Servility cf Tradefmen, and the 
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Shrugs, and brifk Interje&tions of French Proficients, who will, 
no Doubt, be greatly aftonifhed to hear, that their artificial Em- 
bellifhments, though they may ferve, when they do not luxuriant- 
ly wanton into fantaftic Extravagancies, to adorn the Female 
Form, are yet in no Way effential, as Beauty, without fuch Auxi- 
liaries, may be rendered ftill more attractive in the Eyes of all 
Men of Senfe. : 

HORACE, whom it is unneceflary to introduce to the Ac- 


quaintance of the Ladies, as Creech and Francis have taken that 


agreeable Office upon themfelves, was a Man of the exactcit 
Judgment, and the moft finifhed Tafte in all Circumftances of 
Life ; and he tells us, in the Words of my Motto, that he fhall 
always love his Lalage, fweetly fmiling, and fweetly talking, 
which two Accomplifhments would not have been touched upon 
by fo fine a Poet, if they did not carry with them fome peculiar 
Charm, and I am inclined to think that in them confifts the 
whole Train of Love’s Artillery. 

Expression has been mentioned by every elegant Writer on 
this Subject, as the firft Ingredient in the Compofition of Beauty, 
and certainly the more pleafing the Expreffion is, the more Energy 
will be from thence derived upon every Charm. For this Reafon, 
the pleafing Smile is the beft Hand-maid to an elegant Set of 
Features; it gives numberlefs Graces to every Delicacy, and 
diffufes over the whole Countenance an EF manation of that Sweet- 
nefs of Temper, which is the native Ornament of the Fair. To 
this Sentiment the witty Dr. Young has fubicribed in his Uni- 
verfal Pafiion, : 

What's female Beauty but an Air divine, 

Thro’ which the Mind’s all-gentle Graces shine ? 
They like the Sun, irradiate all between, 

Tbe Body charms, because the Soul is feen, 


Tuis Doctrine has not been eftablithed without the utmoft 
Propriety ; for furely fenfelefs, inanimate Matter, however Sym- 
metry, Colour and other Adjuncts, may recommend it, cannot 
any Way gain upon our Affections. I have feen many a Picture 
where the Face was well turned and the Features juftly difpofed, 
and yet all Men of Judgment have invariably concurred to pro- 
nounce the Piece extremely bad, becaufe there were no perceptible 
Traces of a thinking Power within. And if this Property is 
required in the mere Imitation of the human Face, what fhall be 
faidwhen it is deficient in the Orginal ? when the Appearance 
of a Mind, which alone can diftinguifh us from other fublunary 
Exiftences, and which alone can impart real Satisfaction, and 
excite the focial Feelings in an intelligent Being, feems to be totally 
abfent? Mits Mézllefont is without the niceft Proportion of Features, 
and without a glofiy Bloom of Complexion, and yet I believe 
no one ever faw her fitting in a Side-Box at the Play, or Dancing 
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at an Affembly, without feeling Love and Joy in fprightly. Tu- 
mult about his Heart. On the other Eiand, Formofa has a 
Delicacy of Shape, and Regularity of Countenance, and ftiil no 
one of Tafte will hefitate to pronounce her unamiable ; and will 
venture to affert, that fhe is never toafted but by thofe, whoie 
Intellectuals are fo poorly ftocked with Ideas, that they never per- 
ceive the Vacuity in others. 

Tue fecret Quality, from which this Difference arifes, has been 
called by the French, a Fe-ne-/fai-quoi, and the Phrafe has been a- 
dopted in this Country; but it is ferving the Purpoics of good 
Senife to explode fo unmeaning a Term, and to fubitituce in its 
Room fomething that may carry with it a greater Degree of Signi. 
ficance. For my one Part (with all due Submiffion to better J 
ments) I declare myielt of that Sect of Speculatifts who really 
believe that Women have Souls, and I am apt to imagine that 
the Operation of this inward Agent have no fmall Influence upen 
the outward Frame. A Poet of ’minence has tung, ** the Paffi- 
ons in the Features are,” and therefore I fhould think, that thole 
Ladies, who are ambitious to appear lovely in the I:yes of Men, 
fhould fometimes fit to an intellectual Mirrour, in Order to fie 
their Affections reflected to them; by which Means they would be 
enabled to adjuft them, to harmonize them, to keep them in re- 
gular Order, and to make them fit right; and in my Opinion, 
they fhould be as affiduous to fafhion themtelves in this Point, 
as to apply the Patch, to re-eftablifh a diforder’d Lock, to recal! 
a ftrageling Hair, to fettle the Tucker, or compofe the Mant, 
fince taking Care of the Movements of the Mind, is alfo regulating 
the Features. 

From this will naturally refult the next Effential to Beauty, 
the Manner of Talking agreeably,- than which Accomplifhment 
nothing can fo much enliven the amiable Sex. We are pleas’d 
to fee a beautiful Pair of Lips in Motion, when every Thing 
that comes from them, adminifters to the Pleafures of Conver- 
fation ; the Spirits of the Fair are awakened by the Fxercife of 
their thinking Faculties, and the Eye beams with double Luftre ; 
the Tongue confirms, what the Countenance had before indicated, 
that all within is fprightly, cheerful, gay, fpirited, and fenfible. 
The Scene is frequently fhifted to our Imagination ; we are de- 
lighted to obferve the Celerity, which diftinguifhes itfelf in the 
Operations of the Female Underftanding, and the quick Suc- 
ceffion of Ideas, which they call up, amufes with pleafing Variety, 
while the Beauties of the Mind and Face mutually exalt each 
other, and we ftand convinced of the Platonic Tenet, that good 


and beautiful are the fame. | 
TuHere are three Things highly pernicious to the Endearments 


of Beauty, from which I muft abfolutely interdict thofe, who are 
willing to become my Pupils. The Enemies to Lovelinels, which 
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I mean, are Gaminc, Scanpat and Potirics, furer Deftroyers 
of every Elegance and Bloom, than a Spotted-Fever or the Small- 
Pox; as chronical Difeafes are more fatal to the Conttitution, 
than atranfitory Fit of an acute Illnefs. 

Wiru Regard to the firft of thefe Corrofives, I leave it to the 
fair Votaries of Fortune to confider how the winning Graces and 
the attraétive Smile can irradiate the Countenance, when the in- 
ternal is difturbed by Anxiety and Sollicitude, which foon tranf- 
pire into the Face, and prey upon all their Charms. Befides when 
the Temper is difconcerted, Politenefs and good Manners, are 
in Danger of being neglected; and while every one is intent upon 
the After-game, which is the fafhionable Term for that Clath of 
Tongues, frequently heard in one loud Din, as foon as the Deal 
at Whift is out, it is not probable that the Fair can converfe in 
a Manner fuitable to the Softnefs and Elegance of their Sex. 

SCANDAL always carries with it a dreadful Efficacy to 
ruin a delicate Face, becaufe it generally {prings from E:nvy or 
Malice, which are beth entirely againft my Rules for acquiring 
and preferving Beauty, as they are inveterate Habits, the T'races 
of which are apt to wear themfelves into the Complexion, inducing 
Frowns, Wrinkles, Roughnefs, anda fettled Appearance of IIl- 
nature, of all Things the moft unamiable. 

POLITICS is alfo of pernicious Influence, tending to inflame 


the Ladies with Party-Rage, to caufe Heats in the Face, and to oc- 


cafion thofe Vibrations of the Fan, Bitings of the Lips, and Fidgets 
on the Chair, which greatly: difcompofe the whole Form. On this 
Account [ would have my fair Readers abftain from Parliamentary 
Debates ; and, though the Naturalization-Act has engroffed the 
Thoughts of the whole Nation, I think it enough for the Ladies, 
to have fecretly refolved not to marry a Yew, and without enga- 
ging too deeply in the Controverfy, the fparkling Crofies, which 
they wear upon their Jovely Bofoms, will be a fufficient Indication 
of their Principles, and will at once reflect a Luftre upon the 
Whitnefs of their Skins, and the Delicacy of their Sentiments. 

In what has been premis’d, I would have it remembered, that I 
do not mean to recommend a ftudied Simper, or a reftlefs Exertion 
of Chit-chat, but I would have both to be a natural Effufion, 
from the Sources of Good-nature and good Senfe, which, I am 
convinced, will be found a better beautifying Cream, than any

LONDON. 

Since our laft arrived a Mail from Fisl/and, by which we learn, that there 
was an Engagement between our Army and the Forces of the Fr ench King, 
in which the latter would have been totally defeated, had not a Fatality pre- 
vented it. Baron Schwanderg, the Dutch General, declared he had no Orders 
from the States Sy his Mafters, to engage, by which Means, the Army of Fidca- 
Nova was expofed to the Canonading of the French, and their mafqued Batte- 
ries did confiderable Execution. Colonel Lumbr ofe’s Regiment broke thro’ the 
Ranks of the lett Wing, but the /ri/b- Brigade coming down upon them, 
thev were unhappily put to the Sword. We have not as yet an exact Litt 
of the flain; the Survivors of the Day made a precipitate Retreat to Bergen op- 
Zoo, W hee they are determined to endure the laft Neceffity of a Siege, and to 
eat Por rather than furrender. 

By the laft Advices from Madrid we are informed, that the Negociations, 


which were fet on Foot by Mr. Keen in the laft Century, are now farther 


from being brought to a Conclufion than ever, the Depredations of the Spant- 


ards being fiercer and more cruel than ufual ; and it is further faid, that Mr. 
Abraham Gomez Serra has Orders to withdraw from the Court within four 
and twenty Hours. 

OnW. vi day lat Lord Vifcount Salvadsre gave a grand Entertainment 


at his Houfe in Privy-Garden, to feveral of the Nobility and Gentry, when

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we hear the following Toafts were drank ; Our prefent hapty E/ftablifhent 
in « Spnageeie and State, The glorisus and immortal M mory of HARRY THE 
Nintru, The Antt-Chriftian Prelates, Perpetual Fichter to Charles 
Ranger, Ely; with feveral other public and private Voaits. 

The SAaNHEDRIM met laft Week agreeably to their Adjournment, and 
it is now farther adjourned to the 15th Day of November; when it is faid 
they will fit for the Difpatch of Bulinefs, and it is confidently afferted, that 
a Bill will be brought into the Houfe to take 16000 Philiftines into Pay, and 
that an AG will -be pafled, to abrogate the prefent current Stile in this King- 
dom, in Conformity to the ‘fewi/h Chronology. 

Orders have been fent for the Rebecca Yatch to repair forthwith to Paré- 
Gate, for the better Conveyance of his Grace the Duke of U/rae! to Lrelan id, 
of which Kingdom he is Lord Lieutenant. We hear that his Grace’s Baggage 
is already difj patche d, and that he is to fet out on Friday next, with full in 
ftructions to remit hither, whatever Money may be lodged in the Treafury, 
and to veft the fole Power and Regency in the Hands of Rabbi Salomon Farchi, 
Primate of the Hibernian Synagogue.
